SOUTHERN PRISONS. 


Delivered at the Bennlon ot the Sir* 


Tifors, Toledo, October », 1879. 


In October, 1879, the survivors of 


Southern prisons held a reunion at To- 
ledo, Ohio. 
These men, who had en- 


dured all the tortures of those infa- 
mous prison pens, sickness, disease, and 
cruelty in all shapes, for months and 
sometimes years, had gathered in Toledo 
in great numbers, to renew acquaint- 
ances formed in such frightful places. 
At this Heunion Gen. Garfield was 
present, and on the second day of the 
proceedings the General addressed the 
survivors of Southern prisons as fol- 
lows .

THAT CHUttCH TB1AL. 


Wai. B. Bafm, Editor »f Us Berlew,

Since Wednesday morning last the sum- 


mary expulsion of Wm. H. Bayne, the 
editor and publisher of the Daily Review, 
from the First M. E. Church, on the 
charge of gross immoral conduct in con- 
nection with boys and young men, ha» 
teen the town talk of Decatur. For the 
information of the general public, below 
we give the action of the church commit- 
tee assigned by the pastor to investigate 
the charge, as made. 


A committee of two waited upon Mr. 


Bayne on July 7th, and informed him of 
the nature of the charge made againat 
lira. Mr. Bayne denied being guilty of 
the charge, and said he would not appear 
for trial; but he asked that he be permit- 
ted to withdraw from the church without 
any publicity. That same evening the 
church met after prayer meeting, when 
the committee reported the result of their 
interview with the accused and also pre- 
sented his request. After a general talk, 
the board, with but one exception, voted 
that the whole matter be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by a church committee, and if 
it was found that Mr. Bayne was guilty 
of the charges alleged against him, then 
expel him at once from further connec- 
tion with the church. 


Subsequently the pastor appointed an 


examining committee composed of fire 
[>ersons, the charge, as stated above, waa 
formally made and reduced to writing, 
and William H. Bayne was notified to 
appear in person at the examination, 
which took place at the church on Tues- 
day evening, July 13, 1880. 


The committee met, as did also an at- 


torney for the prosecution, an attorney 
for the defendant, and a stenographer, 
who took down the evidence given. The 
defendant not appearing, the trial pro- 
ceeded, and two witnesses gave in their 
testimony, which was followed by a state- 
ment made by a gentleman, the father of 
a boy of tender years who had been 
Bayne's bedfellow on one occasion. The 
testimony is of such a disgusting charac- 
ter that we omit it entire. At the conclu- 
sion of the examination the committee 
took a vote on the question of expelling 
Bayne from the church, and it was so or- 
dered unanimously. The pastor there- 
upon expelled W. H. Bayne from the 
church by erasing his name from the 
church book. 


As stated in tLe outset this action of 


the committee is public talk in all parts of 
the city, and from what we can learn in 
connection with this truly sensational 
case, none of the reports have been in 
the least exaggerated. There are from 
15 to 20, aud probably more boys and 
young men of Decatur, whose ages range 
rom 15 to 21 years, who have a peraonal 
knowledge of Mr. Bayne's conduct, and 
have communicated to intimate friends 
what they know about the accused in 
this connection. For nearly a year this 
matter has been an open secret among 
many people in Uecatur, but they have 
very naturally hesitated saying anything 
about it to other people until the present 
time. And now the KeriiBLicAN simply 
does its duty as a public journal by giving 
the fuels iti the case. 


THR LSOAI, PUNISHMENT.

young men," is thus defined as "sodomy 
>r a. crime against nature" in the revised 
statutes of Illinois, 1S74, chapter 38, sec- 
tion 47: 


'47, PUNISHMENT] £ 47.— The infamous 


crime utainci nature, either with man or 
beast, shall subject the offender to be pun- 
ished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for a term not more than ten years."

And those who advertise to 
take back goods indmcriuiinatcly, must 
necessarily hme a ragged utock ; or sell 
them to others as perfect; or if they lose, 
they are compelled to make up their loss- 
es on others, vnleti they get more for their 
goods in lite beginning than they art worth. 
It ia hardly possibly Unit we should be 
always right, and we say again, as we did 
in a published sutemenl sometime ago, 
that we guarantee to take everything back 
should 
it not prove 
as represented,
